It was on a cold winter morning 
approximately 40 years ago when 
a friend of John Rama’s suddenly 
suggested . . . “Let’s go to some 
warmer country.” In those days 
a young man made up his mind 
in a hurry, and it wasn’t long after 
when John, his friend, and another 
chap were on this side of the 
Atlantic. 

While the climate didn’t improve 
very much, it must have suited 
him fairly well, because he’s still 
here and you sure don’t hear him 
complain very much about it. 

He landed here in 1924, which 
makes him a 40-year resident in 
this country, and most of those 
years have been spent right here 
in Edmonton. 

You often hear people say how 
lucky someone was to have lived 
in Edmonton, but lots of people 
say, and I agree, that it was 
fortunate for Edmonton to have had 
John stay and work here. However, 
it wasn’t till after quite a few 
different moves and jobs that he 
became an Edmontonian. 

First Job In Mountains 

His very first job in Canada was 
in the B.C. mountains working for 
a C.N.R. Section Gang in Albreda. 
The job didn’t last very long, and 
in a short while he changed the 
scenery to the Saskatchewan plains. 

In 1925 John made his first stop 
in Edmonton, looked around a bit, 
and decided to go to a logging camp 
at Greencourt. He spent the winter 
there making railroad ties and 
studying English in his spare time. 
Tie-making in those days was real 
man’s work, and it was the strong 
man who made money. In spare¬ 
time competitions, John was usually 
the man who hoisted the heaviest 
log on his shoulder. 

Jasper Park River Drive 

During the following summer he 
I went to Jasper Park to a riverdrive, 
floating logs to loading places. 
There he had an accident which 
could have turned into a real

tragedy. 


In this instance a few logs were 
duck against a rock, and little by 
little the pile grew to form a huge 
’og jam. Somebody had to go and 
•elease the holding log. Three young 
men, John one of them, volunteered 
to give it a try. They took a boat 
and, pulling against the current, 
arrived below the jam. The hardest 
part was now before them. The 
idea was to cut the log, scramble 
back to the boat and ride down¬ 
stream with released logs. How¬ 
ever, when the jam gave way the 
boat got loose from the man hold¬ 
ing it and the fellows were thrown 
in the water with the logs. Luckily 
they were able to fight their way 
to a sandbar. As they climbed it, 
John tripped and was thrown back 
in the water, and John was pinned 
against a large boulder at the side 
of the sandbar, under the heavy 
current. The boulder was under¬ 
mined by the water and the force 
of the current was pushing him 
right under it. In the meantime 
his partners had realized, to their 
surprise, that John had disappeared, 
while all the time John was fighting 
for his life practically below their 
feet. The rock was round, good 


handhold was impossible, and air 
was getting desperately short. He 
tells the story himself ... “I 
continued to fight and finally with 
one frantic effort I was able to 
come around the rock, and in doing 
so my hand came out of the water 
and one of my partners saw it, 
grabbed it quickly, and was able to 
pull me up. It was as close a 
call as any man cares to have.” 

Well, things like that don’t 
oother a young man very long, 
the drive was resumed as if nothing 
out of the ordinary had happened. 

Leaves For Prairies 

Still, perhaps on account of that 
adventure, he decided to go to the 
>afer prairies, and there, working 
on farms, he stayed until 1927. 

1927 was to be an eventful year 
for John Rama. It was then that 
he entered his long-time profession 
of cement work, and that year saw 
him married. His wife, Bertha, 
has been a real partner during the 
years, and together they have 
raised a fine family of four, Doris, 
Leslie, Bill and Clarence. They 
also have eight grandchildren, and 
the place sure jumps when they 
come to visit Grandma and Grand 
pa. 

Since 1927 John has been em¬ 
ployed by the City of Edmonton 
and he can boast quite a few 
“firsts” in this town. For instance 
he laid the first concrete and the 
Municipal Airport in No. 1 and No. 
2 hangars; he also laid the first 
concrete on the Low Level Bridge. 

During his first years with the 
City he was employed on a seasonal 
basis, and with lots of time in the 
winter he decided to take up a 
homestead at Goose Lake. With 
hal’d work and Finnish “isn” they 
turned it into a nice farm, and 
solid still are the buildings he and 
Bertha erected there years ago. It 
was with regret that they had to 
leave it in 1936.

THE LETTER BOX 


Dear Editor: 

May I be permitted to answer 
some of the questions appearing 
in the February issue Letter Box. 

Question No. 1.—Should the Centre 
have Salons for each Ethnic Group? 

Question No. 4—What facilities do 
you think the Centre should have? 

Frankly, those two questions 
caused me to smile. Have we been 
working 10 years in the dark, to 
put up a building at a cost of more 
than $105,000.00, not knowing what 
we are going to use it for. 

No, I do not think so. I have be¬ 
fore me two different sets of plans, 
drawn up for previous proposed loc¬ 
ations, both of them have plans for 
Salons. Also before me I have a 
copy of a brief presented to Ed¬ 
monton City Council at the time 
we negotiated for the Borden Park 
Site. The fact about the five Sal¬ 
ons was pointed out in this brief 
as a special feature. To me and 
to many other people, the Salons 
have been and still are one of the 
main bearing pillars of the Centre. 
So much for the moral side of this 
issue, now for the financial point 
of view. As I see it, we cannot 
afford to forget about the Salons at 


this time or any other time for 
that matter. Here let me use Mr. 
Sig. Sorenson’s figures from his 
presentation, “Looking Ahead”. Mr. 
Sorenson concludes that our oper¬ 
ating expenses will amount to ap¬ 
proximately $15,000.00 per year, he 
assumes it possible to secure $10,- 
000.00 from the main floor and $5,- 
000.00 from the basement per year. 
Mr. Sorenson further outlines how 
this $5,000.00 from the basement 
can be obtained through renting it 
to the various Lodges. To add it 
up in bare figures, the basement, 
vhich has added perhaps $10,000.00 
to the total ocst of the building 
will be earning one-third of the op¬ 
erational cost and the main buiild- 
ing costing $135,500.00 will be earn¬ 
ing only two-thirds of the cost. 

Friends, we simply cannot af¬ 
ford to omit the Salons. 

From the above quoted sugges¬ 
tions, it appears that the Lodges 
will be paying more than a reason¬ 
able share of the operational cost; 
therefore, the answer to question 
No. 2 should be yes, the Lodges re¬ 
ceive a special rental rate for the 
rest of the building.

Alberta’s 1964 vehicle license 
plates, which go on sale March 1, 
1964, will have a different appear¬ 
ance to those issued in the prov¬ 
ince in previous years. The size 
will be the standard 12 x 6 inches 
and the colors, white letters and 
numerals on a blue background, 
have been used previously, but 
there the similarity ends. 

The new license plates will have 
two letters, a small dash, two dig¬ 
its, a small dash, then two more 
digits. The separation of the letters 
and digits into equidistant groups 
of two makes for lessening of the 
possibility of transposition errors 
in reading the plates, as both let¬ 
ters and numbers are more easily 
remembered in pairs. 

A number of other changes which 
will be apparent in the 1964 licens¬ 
es, all in the cause of greater legi¬ 
bility, are: 

(1) The province name and the 
year will appear across the bottom 
of the plate, both on the same 
line. 

(2) The height of letters and digits 
has been increased by one half 
inch to three inches; 

(3) The width of each stroke of 
the digits has been thinned 1/10 
of an inch, to allow for more space 
in the centre, making digits easier 
to decipher; 

(4) The shapes of certain digits, 
such as the 3, 4, 6 and 9, have 
been altered. 

All these changes have been 
made for the purpose of bringing 
the digit area into the proper per¬ 
spective with the background area, 
which in turn provides maximum 
legibility. • Considerable research 
and investigation has gone into the 
design of these license plates. 

This same careful research has 
been applied in the determination 
of the colours to be used for Al¬ 
berta license plates, and the De¬ 
partment of Highways has estab¬ 
lished a schedule of colour combin¬ 
ations, which are used in rotation. 
These were selected as the colour 
combinations having the greatest 
legibility under various conditions 
of light and weather. The 1963 
plates had black letters and digits 
on white background, 1964 will be 
white on blue. 

Following the policy of changing 
the letters used on Alberta license 
plates each year, the Department 
of Highways will be issuing plates 
bearing the letters B, C, E, and 
H, as the first letter, in 1964. 
Plates bearing the letter B in the 
first position will be issued at all 
points south of Edmonton except the 
city of Calgary. Calgary license 
plates will begin with the letter C, 
while Edmonton vehicles will bear 
the letter E at the beginnig of 


their license numbers. All areas 
north of Edmonton will be issued 
with license plates beginning with 
H. Various types of commercial 
vehicles will be designated by a 
letter placed between the ‘Alberta” 
and “1964” on the bottom line, e.g. 
F for farm, CV for commercial 
vehicle, PSV for public service 
vehicle, etc. 

Second position letters used on 
1964 Alberta license plates are A, 
B, C, D, E, J, K, L, N, R, T, X, 
Z. The others have been eliminated 
for various reasons; for example, 
G looks too much like a C, so both 
are never used in the same year, 
similarly E and F are alike. From 
a distance, or at a quick glance, 
M and W appear as solid “blobs,” 
so are never used at any time. 
Other letters are eliminated in cer¬ 
tain years, because of ridiculous or 
offensive combinations with the 
first place letters. 

A total of 620,000 license plates 
for Alberta vehicles have been man¬ 
ufactured at the Fort Saskatchew¬ 
an Gaol, and are now ready for 
distribution. These include 420,000 
for passenger cars. From April 1 
to November 30, 1963, the total 
number of licenses issued for pas¬ 
senger cars in Alberta was 381,935, 
an increase over the 374,636 issued 
for the full year of 1962. Another 
startling increase was shown in 
the number of motor cycle licenses 
issued in 1963—5,592 to the end of |

Canadians 
Talk Most 
On ’Phone 


Americans may be first in many 
fields, but not in phone conversa¬ 
tions. The American Telephone & 
Telegraph Co. reported last week 
that Canadians — for the 11th 
consecutive year — were “the 
world’s most talkingest people” in 
1963. 

An AT & T survey showed that 
Canadians made an average of 
613.4 telephone calls per person 
during the year. The U.S. was 
second with 556.6, and little Iceland 
third, with 527.1. 

In number of installed telephones 
per 100 persons, however, the U.S. 
remained first, with 43.1; Sweden 
second, with 40.3, and Canada third 
with 33.7.

NATO WARNING 
NETWORK IN NORWAY 

FFS—the Joint Signal Adminis¬ 
tration, which plays a key role in 
Norway’s extensive defense warn¬ 
ing system, marked its 10th 
anniversary with a jubilee meeting 
in Oslo. In a couple of seconds, 
FFS chief Col. Bjorn A. Rorholt 
established direct microwave con¬ 
nection with Paris and Bodo, via 
the relay center atop the 5,643-foot, 
high Gausta peak. Another high¬ 
light was the screening of a color 
movie depicting the microlink 
systems in Norway. Development 
of this network of radar and warn¬ 
ing stations is considered one of 
Norway’s most important contribu¬ 
tions to the joint NATO defense. 

In an address at the jubilee 
meeting, Defense Minister Gudmund 
Harlem thanked FFS for helping to 
develop the largest integrated micro- 
wave link in Europe. He noted 
that most of the electronic equip¬ 
ment has been made in Norway. 

The three major systems include 
the Air Force radio link, the 
NATO infrastructure-financed radio 
link, and the Troposcatter network 
which links Norway with Turkey. 
Combined, they have a range of well 
over 300,000 communication miles. 

FFS is also in charge of two 
LORAN transmitters on Jan Mayen 
island, of great importance to 
navigation in the North Atlantic, as 
well as the White Fox automatic 
radio system in Norway. 


Costly Goof By 
Lottery Brain 

“Lotte,” the electronic brain used 
by the Norwegian Lottery since 
1960, recently goofed by getting its 
ciphers scrambled. As a result, it 
picked two Kr. 150,000 prize winners 
instead of one; four for the Kr. 
50,000 prize, rather than two, and 
five Kr. 25,000 prizes, as against 
normally four. The erratic “Lotte” 
thus cost the Lottery Kr. 275,000 hi 
extra prizes, to the delight of the 
lucky winners. 

Last year, the Lottery had total 
ticket sales of more than Kr. 134 
million. According to law, prize win¬ 
ners get 64 percent of the receipts; 
31 percent is allocated to public 
ser-vice organizations, as decided by 
Parliament; and 5 percent goes to 
administration. 

Norsk Tipping A/S, Norway’s 
state licensed soccer betting mon¬ 
opoly, sold tickets for over Kr. Ill 
million last year. This was a good 
showing, considering that 4 of the 
51 play rounds had to be cancelled. 
After deductions for administration, 
commissions, and reserves, the net 
proceeds will be allocated to science 
and sports. The company is jointly 
owned by the State, the Sports 
Confederation, and the Soccer Fed¬ 
eration. 

Pari-mutual wagers at horse rac¬ 
ing and trotting track totalled near¬ 
ly Kr. 60 million. So, all told, Nor¬ 
wegians spent Kr. 305 million on 
wagers.

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Off-Beaten Path Areas In Scandinavia 
New Hotels , Transportation Routes Open 


MONTREAL— Scores of new ho- ; 
tels and new transportation routes ' 
will make Scandinavia’s off-the- : 
beaten-path areas accessible and 
comfortable for 1964 visitors as the 1 
capitals already are, according in 1 
the tour experts of Scandinavian i 
Airlines System here. Many of these 
improvements are in places often ] 
pictured on posters but not easily < 
visited until now, and they range 
from the fairy-tale country-side of 
Denmark in the south to the “top 
of Europe,” the Midnight Sun re¬ 
gion that stretches across northern 
Finland, Sweden and Norway. 

While some of the new hotels are i 
large by Scandinavian standards, i 
and Copenhagen, in fact, will intro¬ 
duce the biggest of them all, the ; 
571-bed Danhotel, the emphasis is 
on the smaller, intimate hostelry 
combining all the latest conven- , 
iences with the charm of tradition¬ 
al Scandinavian decor. 

In Denmark’s fairy-tale country, 
for example, several new hotels 
are clustered around Aarhus, Jut¬ 
land’s seaport and the country’s 
second largest city. The new-Hvide 
Hus (White House) Hotel is with¬ 
in walking distance of Ebeltoft, 30 
miles northeast of Aarhus and the 
centre of a region noted for its 
humorous folk tales. Ebeltoft also 
boasts of the “world’s tiniest town 
hall.” West of Aarhus is a new 
country inn, The Three Oaks, and 
to the south, surrounded by woods 
and lakes, is the Skanderborghus, 
a perfect headquarters for tours of 
the Silkeborg Lake district. 

In Finland, the famed Aulanko 
resort hotel in a national park near| 
Hameenlinna, Sibelius’ birthplace, 
has added 30 single rooms, making 
a total of 127 rooms, and renovat¬ 
ed its convention facilities. Further 
north, on the Silver Line water 
coach route, at Tampere, where a 
unique revolving open-air amphi¬ 
theatre has attracted world atten¬ 
tion, is the new Kaupungin Hotel. 
The central southern lake district 
has numerous other modest-sized 
hotels, and Helsinki will have a 
new as yet unnamed hotel of 100 
rooms ready for 1964. 

Norway alone has about 1500 
more hotel beds than a year ago. 
Half of these are in a dozen new 
hotels; the rest are in modem ex- 
tentions to 18 popular older hotels. 

For example, the Sogndal on the 
Sogne fjord and the Park Hotel 
Liland, at Voss, are new; the Sol- 
strand Fjord Hotel at Os, near 
Bergen, and the Elveseter in the 
Jotunheimen mountains are among 
the many expansions, and one can 
chart a delightful itinerary by just 
following these improvements. 

Sweden will have 3,000 more ho¬ 
tel rooms ready for 1964. Stock¬ 
holm adds the 184-room Sjofart- 
sho’ellet, and the Reso travel or- 
gani-ation is building a new hotel 
in Gothenburg with 230 rooms and 
another of 260 rooms in Malmo. 
Provincial towns along favored 
tourist routes will have many oth¬ 
ers. Jonkoping, for example, on 
Lake Vattem and midway between 
Stockholm and Malmo, has just op¬ 
ened the ultra-modem Portalen. 

Since the sea, fjords and lakes 
play such important roles in Scand¬ 
inavian life, it’s natural that many 
of the allied improvements are in 
water transportation, and here the 
star is the hydrofoil, the remark¬ 
able vessel that lifts its hull out 
of the water and is capable of 
fantastic speeds. 

One of the first in Europe was; 
the hydrofoil which links Norway’s 
two gateways to the fjords, Bergen 


and Stavanger, in three and a half 
hours, a voyage that is still made 
: n 10 hou"s by overnight steamer. 
Next summer, hydrofoil service 
begins on the Oslo fjord and will 
link the Norwegian capital with 
Hanko, the yachting resort. 

In Finland, the hydrofoil Tehi 
plies the beautiful waterways be¬ 
tween Lahti, sports centre and the 
country’s - most modern town, and 
Jyvaskyla, central Finland’s cultur¬ 
al centre, cruising 50 miles an hour 
and making in two and a half hours 
a trip that used to take 10. New 
hotels at both ends of this route 
undoubtedly will add to its popular¬ 
ity. 

The hydrofoil Serena links Stock¬ 
holm with Finland via the Aland 
Islands, and which traditionally has 
taken an hour and a half, will be 
served by a hydrofoil making the 
connection in 35 minutes.
